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Although nearly half of Brazilian industry is al- 
ready centered in the State of Sao Paulo, the growth 
and development of this area, and particularly that 
of the State capital, Sao Paulo City, is continuing 
at a staggering pace. 

Principal reasons for this phenomenon, according 
to a recent survey by Brazilian Business, organ of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Brazil, are: 1. 
The State’s location in the midst of a rich agricultural 
area. 2. The temperate climate, causing the inhabi- 
tants to be among the most industrious in Brazil. 
3. Availability of unlimited sources of water power 
which have led to the development of some of the 
largest hydraulic energy projects in the world. 4. Ex- 
cellent transportation facilities, which include a well- 
built motor highway, a network of railroads, air lines 
and port facilities. 


Industrial Center 


Rich in agricultural products and the hub of Bra- 
zilian industry, Sao Paulo’s population, since 1930, has 
increased by nearly 30%, bringing its total to

A large percentage of 
the urban population is also employed in banking 
and insurance industries as well as shipping and 
exporting enterprises. 

At the same time its agricultural areas are among 
the most productive in South America. Half of Brazil’s 
coffee crop and 60 to 70 per cent of the nation’s total 
cotton crop are harvested in Sao Paulo which enjoys 
also unusually good harvests of fruit, cereals, beans 
and cattle. 

Many of the inhabitants are either foreign born or 
are of Italian, German, Spanish, French, British 
and Argentine descent. The “Paulistas,” as the local 
population is called, are a vital, assertive people, ex- 
tremely proud of their achievements and among the 
most forward looking in South America. 


Good Climate 


Situated between the States of Minas Gerais, on 
the north, and Parana on the south, Sao Paulo, for 
the greater part, lies in the tropical zone. However, 
because most of the plateau on which is located, 
rises to an altitude of 2,500 feet, the area enjoys a 
cool, temperate climate. The soil is of a volcanic 
origin and therefore extremely rich and fertile. 

Among the many attributes with which the State 
of Sao Paulo is endowed, one of the most significant 
is that of transportation. There are five railroad sys- 
tems connecting the principal cities with Rio de 
Janeiro, the interior and the neighboring States. 
These are the Central do Brasil, Sao Paulo Railroad, 
Paulista, Sorocabana and Mogyana railroads. 

Eight-lane highways flow out of Sao Paulo City to 
the interior and good roads, generally, criss-cross the 
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State. Numerous airlines link the State with the prin- 
cipal centers of the nation. 


Many Large Cities 


There are at least 20 cities in Sao Paulo with popu- 
lations exceeding the 50,000 mark. Most of these, such 
as Sorocaba, Jundiai and Campinas, are thriving in- 
dustrial centers, specializing in railroad repair and en- 
gineering shops, iron works, industry and trade. The 
prize center of the State is its capital, Sao Paulo, 
whose population mushroomed from 900,000 in 1930 
to nearly 1,500,000 in 1947. Thus, within a_ period 
of 17 years it grew into Brazil’s second city and be- 
came third largest in all of South America. 

Skyscrapers, modern hospitals, streamlined theaters, 
good transportation and a first grade water supply 
system give the city a quality not usually found in 
most of South America. Cosmopolitan, with fine 
schools and libraries, throbbing with industries of all 
kinds and constantly on the alert toward further 
expansion, Sao Paulo has become known as _ the 
Chicago of Latin America. 


Cheap Power 


What with a network of rivers that flow toward the 
Parana River the city has drawn on them for the 
manufacture of cheap, electrical energy. The rivers 
have been dammed into two extensive artificial lakes 
which allow for the flow of easily available electrical 
energy. Turbines now in operation are capable of gen- 
erating 1,000,000 horse power, three times the cur- 
rent amount used. 

Next in functional importance, if not in size, is the 
city of Santos. This is the leading coffee port in the 
world and the biggest in Brazil. Only 50 miles from 
the city of Sao Paulo it serves as the natural outlet 
for commerce of this State. Most of its 150,000 popu- 
lation is engaged in enterprises allied with the ship- 
ping industry. 

Ships of all nations berth at the specially equipped 
coffee-loading docks for cargoes bound for cities all 
over the world. Substantial amounts of cotton and its 
by-products such as textiles, cottonseed oil and cot- 
ton thread pass through the port of Santos each year. 
Other products shipped via Santos include bananas, 
hides and skins, frozen and salted beef, pork, castor 
seeds, rice etc. Imports consist chiefly of American 
and European manufactured goods, such as iron and 
steel products, chemicals, ete. 


Port of Santos 


The rat-proof concrete docks of Santos are four 
miles long and can accommodate 50 ocean liners at 
one time. Loading is facilitated through mechanized 
conveyers which can also discharge cargo at the rate 
of 30 to 120 tons per hour. 

Official figures relating to shipping operations in 
Santos show greatly increased activities there during 
the last year. Most of the ships calling on Santos 
were flying the Brazilian flag. These exceeded the 
number of ships of foreign origin by 100 per cent. 


Among the foreign ships, those from the United 
States had the greatest number of entries, with Ar- 
gentina running second. Spanish traffic has dwindled to 
relative unimportance.

In regard to coastwise trade, Sao Paulo State was 
responsible for 17.19 percent of Brazil’s total export 
value for the same year. In both categories this state 
ranks second only to the Federal District. 
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@ SHIPPERS ADVISED ON EXPORT LICENSE REQUIREMENTS 


American shippers are cautioned to study the de- 
scription of a commodity intended for export to Brazil 
rather than its Schedule B number* in ascertaining 
whether it would be subject to license regulations, 
according to a statement issued by the Consulate 
General of Brazil in New York. This statement also 
discusses additions to the list of products requiring 
licenses. 

The text of the statement follows: 

Brazil—Import License Requirements Clarified — 
Shippers are reminded that the governing factor in 
determining whether or not import licenses are re- 
quired, shall always be the description of the com- 
modity itself rather than the Schedule B number, 
which is given only for identification purposes on the 
list of products now subject to license. . 

As a point of illustration, all manufactured and 
semi-manufactured plastics require import licenses 
unless they constitute a component part of a non- 
plastic product. 


*Schedule B numbers are released by the U. S. Department 
of Commerce. 


Changes in list of products requiring license— 

Rubber Products — Crude rubber (Schedule 
B 2001.00); balata (2004.00): and other crude rub- 
ber (2006.00) have been added to the list of products 
now requiring import licenses. 

Jute and Jute Products — Jute bags (Schedule 
B 3224.01); jute burlaps (3229.05); and other jute 
manufactures (3229.98) have been removed from the 
list of products requiring licenses. 

Value and Content of Import License—in view 
of the recent exchange and import regulations, 
shippers are cautioned not to exceed the dollar 
value of import licenses. Furthermore, where definite 
specifications with respect to quantities and char- 
acteristics of a given product are noted in the import 
license column headed “material (especificagao)”’, 
these should always be adhered to. Where appreciable 
discrepancies exist, it is recommended that amend- 
ments be secured through your correspondent in 
Brazil from the Banco do Brasil prior to time of 
shipment. 





@ BRAZIL READIES PLANS TO REGULATE COFFEE PRICES 


A plan regulating the selling price of the 1947-’48 
coffee crop to markets abroad has been drawn up by 
the Ministry of Finance. The plan’s principal points 
comprise the following: 

1. The subsidizing by the Government of the coffee 
prices at the rate of Cr$350 per bag of the coffee grown 
in the States of Sao Paulo, Parana, Minas Gerais, 
(South, West and Triangle Regis). and Goias, and 
Cr$180 per bag for coffee from other areas of Minas 
Gerais, and the States of Espirito Santo, Rio de 
Janeiro, Bahia and Pernambuco. 

2. The setting up of a minimum base price at a 
parity with coffee from other countries which sell 
at 2414 cents, ec & f., (U.S. Cy.) on the international 
market. This price is to be arrived at by computing 
the U.S. dollar at Cr$18.38. 


In putting this plan into effect the Government in- 
tends to sell the coffee stocks now in the possession 


of the Departamento Nacional do Café on the markets 
of Europe, Asia and Africa. This supply will not be 
available to the markets of Western Hemisphere. 

This coffee is to be sold on a credit basis which the 
Brazilian Government would negotiate with any of 
the nations interested in making the purchases. 


In the meantime it was disclosed that the export of 
coffee during the first five months of the current year 
shrank in volume when compared with the same 
period in 1946, although the value has gone up ap- 
preciably. 

In 1946 coffee exports totalled 6,357,986 bags valued 
at Cr$2,276,450 while in 1947 the volume dropped to 
5,640,680 bags valued at Cr$3,046,002, which means 
that although the volume diminished by 717,297 bags 
there was an increase in value equal to Cr$769,552. 
The average price rise per bag was 50.82% over that 
of last year.

@ BRAZIL SEEN AS POTENTIAL WHEAT EXPORTER 


Belief that Brazil is capable of producing wheat 
sufficient in quantity for its own needs as well as that 
of markets abroad has been expressed by the Central 
Price Committee which met recently to discuss plans 
for stepping up wheat production. 

Statistics presented at this conference disclosed the 
Brazilian annual wheat crop to be equivalent to 


120,000 tons, most of which is harvested in the State 
of Parana, Santa Catarina and Rio Grande do Sul. 

Meanwhile, to meet the demands of its own markets 
Brazil is planning to increase its yield tenfold, or to a 
volume of 1,200,000 tons. The Brazilian wheat has 
been declared to be of good quality.

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ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Currency Holds Own 


Brazilian currency will not undergo devaluation, 
according to a statement issued by Corréa e Castro, 
the Brazilian Finance Minister. He disclosed that 
Brazil has at its disposal credits abroad equivalent 
to $350,000,000 U.S. currency. He also made known 
that the financial situation of the nation is generally 


good. 


Banana Production Rises 


Brazilian banana exports this year were expected 
to exceed that of 1946 by nearly one-third, or by a 
volume of nearly 2,500,000 stems. 

Banana sales abroad are moving slowly because 
of the fact that most of the growers’ time is devoted 
to the restoration of banana plantations to normal 
following their partial state of neglect during the war 
vears. 

The following figures trace the movement of Bra- 
zilian exports from 1938 through the first six months 
of the current year, disclosing the serious decline of 
banana exports during the war.

Most of the bananas sent abroad in 1946 were 
shipped from Sao Paulo. Other ports handling banana 
cargoes were Parana, Santa Catarina and Rio de 
Janeiro. 

A high quality banana is known as the Nanica 
which reportedly can compete on the international 
market with the best banana products of other coun- 
tries. 

During the course of the last year there have been 
developed in Brazil three new varieties of banana, 
called Prata de Pernambuco, Pirud, and Medelin, all 
of which excell in taste and high quality fruit value.

Rail Construction 


Construction of an important highway between Sao 
Paulo and Cuiaba, in the State of Mato Grosso, will 
be resumed. This highway, when finished, will provide 
an easily reached outlet for the southern part of Mato 
Grosso, a good agricultural area which has been handi- 
capped to date by the lack of proper transportation 
facilities. 


Faulty Cargo Packing 
The Brazilian Ministry of Transports and Public 
Works has requested the United States Embassy in 
Rio de Janeiro, as well as the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Brazil and the Center of Transatlantic 
Navigation, to advise American shippers to improve 
the packing of export merchandise. Faulty packing of 
cargoes, the Ministry declared, has contributed to 

the congestion of the Rio de Janeiro port.

Volta Redonda Motor 
The recently-completed Volta Redonda steel plant 
has begun preliminary tests with a giant motor to be 
used in the operation of a sheet rolling mill. The 
11,500 horse power motor is the largest in Brazil and 
probably the largest in all of South America.

Cotton Value High 


Although the export of raw cotton dropped sub- 
stantially during the first five months of 1947, cotton 
sales yielded Cr$266,142,000 more than in the pre- 
vious six month period, owing to a sharp rise in price 
per ton. This increase amounted to 41.7% over the 
price prevailing in 1946.

Brazilian Exports in 1947 
Brazilian exports from January through May of 1947 
have declined by 6,836 tons as against the same 
period one year ago. Their value, however, has in- 
creased substantially owing to the sharp rise in price 
of the average ton.

Ban on Cereal Exports Lifted 

In anticipation of a surplus of rice, beans, and 
manioc flour resulting from the 1947 crops, the Min- 
istry of Finance is permitting the export of these 
products without jeopardizing the domestic needs of 
the nation. 

The Ministry made known that the Federal Council 
of Foreign Commerce conducted a survey in all of 
Brazil regarding the probable yield of the 1947 har- 
vests. The findings of this study will provide a basis 
on which to gauge export volumes. 

The following rules are to be complied with: 

a) Exporters must file petitions for export licenses 
with local producer States, b) The Federal Council 
of Foreign Commerce, in keeping with decree-law No. 
8,400, must act on these petitions regardless of deci- 
sions, c) The Export-Import Department of the Banco 
do Brasil, in accord with decree law 9,344, dated June 
10, 1946, will issue the final decisions on the licenses 
approved by the Federal Council of Foreign Com- 
merce, d) Cargoes destined for export are to be moved 
exclusively through ports of the States producing 
these cereals or through ports of the States situated 
adjacent to them.
